' The first part of a village- wide Improvement program will be voted 
upon in Atttioch Saturday, Feb. 25, when the Important program of con- 
Mniottng necessary sanitary sewer facilities and authorizing $325,000 

mods will be submitted to village residents.

This election covers expansion of the sanitary 'sewer system only, to 
be paid by the issue of general obligation bonds. The second part of the 
improvement program to be authorized at a later date, consisting of water- 
works system construction and the exension of sanitary sewers in Oak- 
wood Knolls, will be paid by an issue of revenue bonds. 

General Obligation Bonds are paid from taxes shared equally by all 
property owners in proportion to the assessed valuation of their property. 
Revenue Bonds are paid from rates charged for water and sewer service. 

All major improvements to be undertaken in Antioch this year fol- 
low the recommendations made by village engineers in their report of 
last October. The sanitary sewer recommendations follow directives of the 
Slate Sanitary Water Board calling attention to the critically overloaded 
condition existing at the sewage treatment plant; which prompted the study 
AH improvements outlined in the engineer's report and the parts to be 
paid by general obligation bonds and revenue bonds are listed below:

The current phase of the program to authorize treatment plant ex- 
pansion, construction of trunk line sewers and replacement of inadequate 
sewers will be financed by the issue of general obligation bonds. Although 
$885,000 is to be authorized in order to make available the full amount of 
funds necessary to complete the project, the village has made application 
for a federal grant to pay part of the cost. Federal funds have been allowed 
to many communities up to 30 per cent of the treatment plant costs to 
assist in similar anti-pollution measures. Should the offer of a Federal 
Grant be received, (there is every belief that one will be made when local 
financing to pay part of the cost has been assured) then only that amount 
of bonds necessary to pay the remaining cost will be issued. 

A grant in the amount of 30 per cent of $215,000, or $65,000 will re- 
duce the amount of bonds to be Issued to $260,000. A bond issue in the 
amount of $260,000 will require a tax rate increase of 20c for each $100 of 
assessed valuation, or $2 per $1,000 valuation: This means that a property 
owner assessed at $10,000 would pay an additional $20 per year in taxes. 

As the Village grows with new homes and industry added to the tax 
rolls, this additional tax for the bond issue will become less each year. 
Bach $1,000,000 of new valuation added In the Village will reduce the rate 
by 10c per $1,000. It is safe to assume that by the time the first funds for 
this issue are levied in 1062 the requirement for these improvements will 
be less than $2 per $1,000 of assessed valuation.

Without a Federal Grant, if all $325,000 bonds were issued the tax 
rate increase would become 25c per $100 or $2.50 per $1,000 of assessed 
valuation. The difference would be $5 per year to a property owner asses- 
ed at $10,000. 

The need to expand the treatment plant arises from rapid growth of 
the Village during the last 10 years. The original plant, constructed in 1020 
was adequate for a population equivalent of 1100 persons, assuming nor- 
mal domestic sewage. In 1047, when the population of the village was 
1200, minimum modifications were made to the treatment plant at a cost 
of $32,000 which enlarged the designed capacity to 1800 persons. These 
minimum modifications sufficed until 1958 when the State Sanitary Water 
Board warned the village that the existing units constructed in 1920 were 
in a state of serious deterioration and that the plant was seriously over- 
loaded. Additional notices were received by the Village until August, I960, 
when the State ordered no further sanitary sewers could be constructed 
ih the Village until plant conditions were remedied. 

Present village population of 2,200 persons in addition to a high volume 
of industrial sewage far exceeds the present capacity of the plant. Pro- 
jected population of the Village to 3,500 persons in 1970, and 5,000 people 
in 1980, and the projected requirements to service new industry will create 
a health and economic problem in the Village. 

The additional sewer improvements included in the bond issue will 
provide a parallel trunk sewer 15 inches in capacity to supplement the ex- 
isting 20 inch sewer to the treatment plant which now operates at full 
capacity. The new relief trunk sewer approximately 3,100 feet in length 
will run from the treatment plant to a lift station to be located at Depot 
St. and Anita Ave. The new lift station will serve the entire area of the 
village lying East of the Soo Line tracks and North of Depot St. which 
does not now have sewer service. 

A new sewer main & also included for Anita Ave. between Depot 
Street and North Avenue. This trunk line sewer approximately 4,000 feet 
in length and of 10 inch and 12 inch capacity will serve as an interceptor 
for the present unsewered area lying East of the tracks and North and 
South of North Avenue. | ' 

Also included is approximately 3,000 lineal feet of 8 inch and 10 inch 
sewer to replace Inadequate small size mains in Spafford St., Victoria St. 
and N. Main St These Improvements will serve to provide an adequate 
system to I960. .• i

The United States Office of Education reports that today more 
than 52 percent of the nation's high school teachers, are men. This 
is the first time in modern history that men high school teachers 
outnumber women in our ttigh schools. '

and public recognition of the teacher. In earlier days, most school- 
masters were men.

Early action of the Illinois Gen- 
eral * Assembly will effect further 
improvements in the new Justice of 
the Peace system. The big results 
were achieved' at the last Session of 
the Illinois General Assembly when 
the outmoded and notorious fee 
system was i abolished in favor 
of salaried justices to be elected' in 
justice districts established by the 
county boards. 

The new system, hailed by many 
students and observers of local court 
systems, must be encouraged to get 
started on the right foot after the 
first justices are elected on April 4. 

This accounts for the emergency 
legislation which has been develop- 
ed by representatives of the Illinois 
State Bar Association, the American 
UN Bar Association Committee on Traf-

This the office of supervisor of assessments attempts 
to do by making adjustments where inequalities exist. 

Jasper, now working on his third valuation review, 
feels that most of the major adjustments have been made 
Durkln an ^ tna t there will be less objection to this year's assess- 

ments than there has been in the past. 

"Like most other homeowners I am dismayed and unhappy about the 
taxes I have t opay, but I don't feel too badly if I know that everyone is 
carrying his fair snare of the load," Jasper said recently. 

"I'm sure that moat property owners will accept their tax paying re- 
sponsibility more readily if they know that there is real equality in the 
property valuations throughout the county," Jasper continued. 

We are inclined to agree with Mr. Jasper that high taxes are bad, but 
inequality in spreading the load is even worse. 

Pointing up. the growing role women are playing in politics la the 
decision of Mrs, Helen Burke, of Antioch, to seek election as an assistant 
supervisor from Antioch Township.

Thirteen bills with "emergency" 
clauses are pending action in the 
Illinois State Senate with the ex- 
pectation that these measures will 
be enacted into law by the time elec- 
tions are held. These emergency 
measures should provide guarantees 
that these new local judges will 
the peace will be conveniently avail- 
able to serve the public need and 
that these new local j judges will 
perform approximately equal work 
and will be compensated equally 
throughout the county. 

In order to accomplish state-wide 
uniformity, the Supreme Court of 
Illinois, acting through the Court 
Administrator, will review and 
supervise assignments of justices 
from one district to another, and 
will receive copies of reports filed 
by them with the various county 
boards. 

Minimum courtroom standards 
will also be established by the Court 
Administrator to the end that hold- 



ing court in the back of the store or 
in the kitchen will no longer be 
countenanced. Uniform rules of pro- 
cedure are to be developed by a 
Committee of the Illinois State Bar 
Association to guide justices and liti- 
gants alike in what may be the most 
modern local court system in the 
nation. 

If "JP" was sometimes properly 
translated heretofore as "judgment 
for the plaintiff", under the new 
system, it has the opportunity to be- 
come more accurately "justice for 
the people". Passage by the legisla- 
ture of the pending emergency bills 
is vital to inaugurate this great for- 
ward step in our local court system. 

It is to the credit of the many 
leaders of township government and 
county government that the new 
justice of the peace system has been 
established. The public, and espec- 
ially the Bar of the State, must give 
the new justice of the peace system 
its fullest support. The two-fold job 
is apparent: elect the best qualified 
and most capable justices of the 
peace at the elections to be held on 
Tuesday, April 4. In addition, en- 
courage passage of Senate Bills 2 
through 15!

W-2 Tax Forms 
Accompany '60 Retain 

Tuesday, January 31, was the 
deadline for employers in this dist- 
rict to furnish their employees with 
statements of income and social 
security taxes withheld , from their 
wages during 1960. 

This reminder was issued today 
for the benefit of those employers 
who have not already done so, said 
Harold 1 R. All, district director of 
Internal Revenue. 

Most employers, he said, already 
have given their employees copies 
of the W-2 form, one of which must 
be attached to the Federal income 
tax return filed by the employee 
reporting income received during 
I960. 

Prompt furnishing of W-2's by 
employers is a big factor in timely 
and accurate filing of income tax 
returns by the nation's taxpayers.

New Social Security 
Ruling Now In Effect 

An increase in the Federal Un- 
employment Tax from 3% to 3.1% 
on wages paid went into effect Jan. 
1, 1901, Harold R. All, district di- 
rector, Internal Revenue, said to- 
day. 

He explained that this particular 
tax (FUTA) is paid entirely by the 
employer and reported to IRS on 
Form 940, Employer's Annual Fed- 
eral Unemployment Tax Return. 
Employers of 4 or more individuals 
on at least one day of each of 20 
weeks are those liable for this- tax. 

All said the social security tax re- 
mains the same, 3% withheld from 
the employee's wages, and 3% paid 
by the employer, or a total of 6%. 
These rates apply to the first $4,800 
of wages. 

He said these taxes are reported 
quarterly on Form 941.

Recently cases of lead poisoning in 
the state Of Ohio associated directly 
with the use of Carina Stona Pottery 
by Laurel of California were report- 
ed. This lead to a warning by the 
Health Department that any per- 
sons in Lake County owning this 
kind of pottery should contact the 
health department and (submit a 
piece of the set for analysis. ; 

The health department received 
four calls about this kind of pottery 
and found lead in two of the sets. 
These sets were owned by one fam- 
ily In Lake Bluff and one family in 
Waukegan; neither set was pur- 
chased locally. 

The danger in such dishes con- 
taining lead lies in the fact that 
whenever an add food, such as ap- 
ple sauce, is served or stored in 
them it may dissolve lead from the 
dish or plate and when eaten pro- 
duce lead poisoning. Lead is stored 
In the body and even If only small 
amounts are ingested symptoms can 
develop after a critical amount has 
been accumulated. .
